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CATALOGUE OF PAMPHLETS 


INTRODUCTION 


In 1903 the Department of Public Archives published a first list of pam- 
phlets, comprising all publications which by reason of their size, format and 
purely topical interest could not conveniently be classified as books. Constant 
additions to the collection made it necessary in 1911 to prepare a new catalogue 
which contained a list of 1,454 pamphlets, all dating from before Confedera- 
tion. Five years later the number of pamphlets in the library had more than 
doubled, and in 1916 Mr. Norman Fee prepared a new catalogue of pamphlets 
published up to the time of Confederation. To-day the collection contains 
nearly ten thousand pamphlets published at dates from 1493 until 1931; so that 
it is now necessary to revise the old catalogue, and to extend it so as to include 
pamphlets published after 1867. 

In order that the new catalogue may not be too bulky for convenient use, 
it is divided into sections, the first covering the years 1493-1877, and the second 
one the years 1877-1931. The second volume will appear next year. 

All pamphlets are catalogued under the year of their publication and are 
numbered for purposes of reference. Many of the early pamphlets are of great 
biblographical interest; the first volume of the catalogue, accordingly, repro- 
duces verbatim the full title page of each pamphlet, together with a note of its 
format and pagination. It may not be necessary to do this except in special 
instances when dealing with publications of later date than 1867. No attempt 
has been made to reproduce the original typography of the title pages; but 
varying types have been used to bring out, where possible, the salient features 
of the subject matter. 

Each section of the catalogue will contain an index of the authors of the 
pamphlets and a concise subject index. It is hoped that these indexes together 
with the chronological arrangement of the catalogue will add to the convenience 
of students who may wish to consult the pamphlets.

INTRODUCTION 


En 1903, le Département des Archives publiques fit paraitre une premicre 
liste de brochures, comprenant toutes les publications qui, par raison de leur 
format et dimension, ou de leur intérét purement particulier, ne pouvaient 
convenablement se classer parmi les livres. Devant des acquisitions continuelles, 
il devint nécessaire, en 1911, de préparer un nouveau catalogue qui formait une 
liste de 1,454 brochures, datant toutes d’avant la Confédération. Cinq ans plus 
tard, le nombre des brochures avait plus que doublé et, en 1916, M. Norman Fee 
éditait un nouveau catalogue des brochures publiées avant la Confédération. 
Aujourd’hui la collection renferme prés de 10,000 brochures publiées entre 1493 
et 1931. Aussi est-il nécessaire de reviser l’ancien catalogue et de le prolonger de 
facon a y faire entrer les brochures publiées aprés 1867. 


Afin que le nouveau catalogue ne soit pas trop massif et reste d’un usage 
facile, on l’a divisé en deux volumes, le premier couvrant les années 1493-1877, et 
le second, les années 1877-1931. Ce second volume paraitra ]’an prochain. 


Les brochures sont cataloguées sous l’année de leur publication et portent 
un numéro de référence. Beaucoup des anciennes brochures offrent un grand 
intérét bibliographique. Pour cette raison, le premier volume du catalogue 
reproduira verbatim la page-titre de chaque brochure avec une mention de son 
format et de sa pagination. II se peut qu’il ne soit pas nécessaire de suivre ce 
systeme, sauf dans quelques cas spéciaux, quand il s’agit de publications poste- 
rieures 4 1867. On n’a pas cherché 4 reproduire la typographie originale des 
pages-titres, mais on a employé différents caractéres afin de mieux souligner, si 
possible, les points particuliers des sujets traités. 

Chaque volume du catalogue contiendra un index par nom d’auteurs et un 


index coneis des matiéres. On espére que ces index, ainsi que la disposition 
chronologique, facilitera aux travailleurs la consultation de ces brochures.
